whould be made from this chair 
upon some of the more important 
matters which have come before 
the Committee. Tam ‘sure that 
members and all those who, in 
different ,parts of the world, re- 
eelye the Report of the Caamber 
Will fully appreciate the improved 
method of its. presentation, — fur 
Whieh we are much indebted to the 
Seeretary. By means of this sume 
mary the general -convenience is 
served, and the cott of printing: is 
substantially reduced, while at the 
same time the Report contains 
much additional material of value 
both here and oversens,  CApe 
plage). 

L would emphasize the fact that 
any member who desires to gone 
sult the whole of the correspon- 
denee on any subject is always iat 
liberty tu do so ont the Office— 
except, of course, in the case of 
correspondence of oa confidential 
nature to which free aecess is not 
always possible. 

In the Report will be found a fin- 
ancial statement which, with your 
permission, we will take a: read. 
It shows the Chamber to be in a 
satisfactory financial position with 
an {Increasing membership, amount- 
ing at the 81st December to 164 
firms and 16 individual members. 
The only adverse circumstance is 
the continued deficit on the Chi- 
nese Language School, due to tie 
reyretttable lack of support receiv- 
ed from the majority of local firms. 
A few years ago there was keon 
realisation of the need for ue. 
quaintanee with the Chinese DLan- 
puage, but Lam afraid there iss 
tendency nowadats to neglect this 

Yimportant study. ° 
Obituary. 

Reference will be found ino the 
Report to the lamented deaths of 
two prominent members of the 
Gaamber, Mr A. Rh. Lowe and Mr, 
ALG. Stephen, [fo shail be ex- 
pressing the feelings of all mem- 
bers—and indeed of the whole 
community—in giving public 
pression to our sense of 
their untimely demise. Ther were 
both men oof wise counsel and 
great public «pirit. 

Condition of Trade. - 

It is expected that at this meet. 
ing semething should he said as 
to the state of trade daring: the 
year under review. Tt may fairly 
be stated that 1924 has been 
notorious as the most disappoint- 
ing year within living memory. 
The hopes expressed by omy im- 
mediate predecessors have unfor- 
tunately not been realized and 
conditions in South Chinn have 
gone from bad to worse, with im 
ovitable reactions upon the pros- 


ex! 


perity of Hongkong. - You will note 


from the summary of the trade 
statistics given on page 70 of the 
Repert that the total trade of the 
Colony has actually shown an in- 
crense, in spite of the fact—which 
I think no one will deny—that the 
experience of firms thas, been most 
disappointing. But I would draw 
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your attontion to the fact that the 
increnie of trade has been mhalnly 
In respect of imports which ure 
nearly ton millions sterling {n ex- 
cess of exports, Thia I think you 
will ayree indicntes that goods ure 
lying in public and private  go- 
downs; they are still held in bulk, 
and, owing to the disturbed state 
of the interior, have not gone intd 
consumption. It-is useless to ex- 
pect any Improvement until the 
jpolltical altuation appronches more 
nearly to the normal, and existing 
conditions point to the need for 
continued cautious trading in the 
immediate fulure. Neverthcloss, 
one may hope that the better con- 
ditions in the North of China 
since the turn of the year may 
soon be reflected here. 


Piracy Prevention. 

‘The alarming recrudescence of 
piracy in South China has been the 
theme of speeches from this chair 
for the last two or three years, 
and Lam glad to be able to state 
that there is at last some prospect 
of the provision of the increased 
naval patrols for which the Cham- 
ber has consistently pressed for 
years past. (Applause). Mem- 
bers of the Chamber are greatly 
indebted to the .Shipping Sub- 
Comniittee for much time wnself- 
ishly given towards unravelling 
this admittedly difficult’ problem, 
It will be within your recollection 

at the Senior Naval Officer, Weot 

iver Patrols, reporting: aa to the 
river apart from’ the coastal pro- 
hem, has advised that “if another 
five armed launehes were provided 
the carrying: of large armed guards 
and gniling in conveys could be 
abolished, and the system of grilles 
reduced practleslly to protection 
of the bridie and engine room.” 1 
understand that the Government 
have forwarded these  representa- 
tions to the authorities at home 
urging ‘that the Lords  Com- 
missioners of the Admiralty should, 
in the interests of British trade 
and prestige so strengthen. the 
naval forces here as to provide for 
the establishment of a system of 
patrols adequate to safeguard 
ships from external attack. I am 
glad to be able to add that we are 
nssured of the fullest sympathy 
und support of the Naval Author- 
ities here, and to'them and to the 
Government I tender ‘the Cham- 
ber’s thanks, (Applause). 


| Wireless Communication. 

You will note that the question 
of wireless communication has 
been very much to the fore this 
year. The progress made towards 
equipping Hongkong with wireless 
facilities worthy of its importance 
amongst the world's great ports is 
deseribed in some detail in’ the 
record which is in) your hands. 
With land lines into China sub- 
jected to continual interruption, 
D'Aguilar, for the greater part of 
the year has been the only means 
of communication with Canton and 
Swatow and in that respect alone 
has been invaluable, apart -from 
the ever-increasing ship-to-shore 
traffic, thoagh there is sull room 
for marked improvement. You will 
note that the messages handled 
have jnereased from 10 or 11 thou- 
sand to 23,000. The Chamber 
owes its thinks to Mr, King, cae 
Government Electrieal Engineer, 
for the energy and zenl he has 
shown in this and other branches 
of his work, and 1 hope he will re- 
ceive the full measure of support 
which his results justify and the 
Colony's needs demand. (Ap- 
plause), 

Only this month a letter was re- 
ceived from the Indo-China Steam 
Navigation Company — recording 
with sati-factton good work on the 
part of Cnpe D' Aguilar Station, 
both as regards promptitude in 
receiving and the distance ct 
whieh communication was effected, 
namely, about 1,000 miles away, 
between here and Singapore, The 
vessel was the 5.8. “Kutsang” and 
her messages were acknowledged 


by D'Aguilar In some cases In {rem 
one to three minutes of the timo 
they were handed in, (Applause), 


Storm Warnings. 

Satisfactory progress haa also 
to be recorded In regard to the 
storm warning «service, Manila 
and Sikawel warnings are now 
being broadcasted immedintely an 
receipt ko that mariners In thoso 
waters have the benefits of ine 
formution as’ to weather conditions 
over a wide area’ when typhoons 
are forming. You will -note also 
that the project for tho catablish- 
ment of a meteorological tatfon 
on the Pratas Shoal, so long urged 
by this Chamber, appenra to be on 
the eve of sccomplishment, and we 
may hope In the not very distant 
futuro to have the benefit of wen- 
ther reports from a ‘position right 
in the track of most of the 
typhoons which approach the 
Colony, Then, provided mariners 
continue earnestly to éo-operate 
with the Observatory by sending 
weather observations from what- 
ever part-of the Ching Seas they 
may happen to be in, Hongkong 
will be able to claim that all that 
is humanly possible ‘is done to 
minimise the risk to life and ships 
hy the destructive violence of 
typhoon visitations, During ‘the 
year the Chamber issued an appeal 
to mariners which, with the kind 
co-operation of Harhour Masters 
and Chambers of Commerce, was 
distributed in all the ports from 
Tientsin in the North to ‘Singn- 
pore in the South, urging that wen- 
ther reports be made regularly to 
the Observatory by ships fitted with: 
wireless, and [take this oppor- 
tunity of emphasizing the impor. 
tunee of this matter. It often 
happens that only ships at sea are 
in- a position to give reliable 
data from which the probable track 
of a typhoon may be deduced. 


Harbour Development. 
The important and comprehen- 
sive Report by Mr, John Duncan, 
the Port Engineer, on the com- 
mercial development of the Port 
is at present being carefully con- 
sidered by the Shipping Committee

That savours somowhat of the 
theatrical, and after all it is’ the 
porsonality of tho man which 
appeals most, That te is foar- 
loss in his mothods, direct in his 
doalings, and ovon unscrupulous 
whero  intorest sugyosts it, 
is gonornlly admitted. That 
ho docs not hositate to 
follow what appoars to 
he tho coursa best suited to his 
aims, is perhaps indicated in the 
roportod offer of a svcrot treaty 
with Britain. That ho is foarod 
ond hated as much as adored is 
probably quito true. That ho will 
pass down through history as ono 
of the outstanding mon of his 
gonoration is undoubtod.

MULBERRY CULTIVATION, 

Tho most provalont varioty in 
Kwangtung is known as ‘King’ 
mulborry which has rather thin 
leavos ‘of high fooding quality, 
whilo tho treo itself is vigorous 
and disoaso-rosisting., _Excopt in 
tho mast fortilo flood plains, 
artificial fertilizer is applied in 
tho form of human oxcromont or 
peanut ailenko once a yoar. Tho 
trees oro usually planted about 
two foot from cach other and 2 
to 214 foot botwoon’rows. Each 
yoar, during tho months of 
January, tho treos aro pruned of 
all latoral branchos. The tondor 
leavos from tho now branchos of 
tho noxt Spring aro takon to food 
tho worms. Asa rulo, oach troo 
may be pioked six timos o year, 
coach timo notting 350 to 500 
cattios of leavos por mow or 2,100 
to 3,000 cattios for the year’s crop. 
Thoro aro rogular markots for 
mulborry Icayvos during tho silk 
worm seasons, usually at ‘tho 
saino = placo as tho cocoon 
markota, Tho prico fluctuatos a 
good doal at difforont timos, tho 
average boing about $2.00 por 
picul, 


SILKWORM EGGS. 

Owing to tho hot and humid 
atmosphore, silkworm oggs in 
Kwangtung aro not 60 hoalthy os 
in tho othor provincos, the cocoon 
and nilk produced boing also of 
an inforior quality The ogge aro 
also rathor diffloult to keep. In 
winter ogg shoots may bo sus- 
pended in ao woll vontilatod 
room, but in warmor sen- 
sons, they aro usually buried 
undor beans or coroals to keop 
cool, and vovargd with somo 
sconted lonves in ordor to koop 
away harmfulingoots. Thoro ara 
porsons who spocialiso in ‘produc- 
ing the ogg shoots for tho market, 
thodo in’Shon Toh’ being bost 
known. Each sheot is usually’ 
24 by 1% foot in sizo, tho oggs 
boing laid in close clustors leav- 
ing o ono-inch margin on all sidos, 
Jn order to insure uniform hat- 
ching, oggs aradippod in hot wator 
of 124 ta 130 degreos Fahronfoit 
for 6 to 15 soconds on tho second 
day oftor thoy aro laid. Silk- 
worm moths in pairs are also 
offored, for salo, 

Tho first crop of worms is hat- 
ohod in April. For onch taol of 
“ants or baby worms, it is gon- 
orally ostimatod that from 12 to 
15 catticsof frosh cocoons may bo 
secured, ‘lho mothod of roaring 
is moro or less similar to that 
usod in Chokiong ond Kiangsu; 
oxcopt that 6 or 7 crops a yoar 
aro tho rulo instaad of two os in 
tho caso of othor provincos. 


SILK REELING. 
Soricuituro was a popular in- 
dustry in’‘Kwangtung as far back 
os tho Inttor -part- of - Ming 
Mynasty (16th and 
centurios).
